Robert Colling, of 1807 Bainbridge street,
‘ghe young negro arrested on suspiclon that
e wag Involved in the murder of Harold B,
Yarnall, at R22 Pine strebt on March 25,
was freed today by Magistrate Beaton at
the City Hull Police Court. The discharge
of Colling was ordered after it was testified
that Mre. Yarnall had been unable to lden-
tify him ue the negro she saw the night her
Pusband was killed,

Mrs, Yarnall was not at the magistrate's
sourt. James E, Howd, an attorney, repre-
senting the Yarnall family, and Detective
Callahan both testified that Mra. Yarnah
Bad snid Colline wus not the man when he
had beon brought to her for identification.

Mr, Hood, one of the attorneys acting for
Mrs. Yarnall, said thant Mrs, Yarnall did not
want to see any Injustice done to Collins,
He sald that Mrs. Yarnall was now con-
winced that Caolling was not the negro who
murdersd her husband.

After the declslon of the court to [ree
Colling former Judge Gordon explained his

® pesnon for having entered the case as fol-
lows:

“I went into the case to protéct a poor
friendless man from an unjust accusa-
tion of the worst crime known to man—
murder, The situation was full of peril,
Happily, this morning he wis exonerated
and his innocense established. He s again
free, but a very sick man and in need of
hospltal treatment. Now that justice has
been attained my connectlon with the Yar-
mall murder casd ends.”™
